Mr. Ray went to get. a spare tire fixed.’

"There was a person : who remembers! 
him, and has made a statement/: MrJ 
Kershaw added. He did not elaborate, on 
whether the witness could place Mr. Ray; 
at the service station about 6 P.M., thei 
time Dr. King. was. killed. The witness i 
was not identified. , - :vv . .
